THIRD ZIONIST WAR 


Our present war with Russia and China is 


obviously our Third Zionist War. All three of 
them were for the same purpose, viz: to establish 
a Zionist World Empire.

The Associated Press of Nov. 30, 1950 re- 
ported General Claire Chennault, retired, formerly 
of the Flying Tigers, as saying that the Chinese 
Nationalists are good soldiers and will fight with 
and for us; and that only 1% of the 450 million 
Chinese are communists.

‘Despite the Zionist hatred of Forrestal, 
when the private money was being raised for the 
Italian and French Forrestal’s Jewish 
friends contributed eagerly and generously. 

In the fall of 1948, the rest of the United 
States was engaged in-a political campaign, but 
Forrestal was engaged in a campaign against 
the Kremlin. It was the year of the Italian elec- 
tions, the French strikes, the continuing unifi- 
cation battle, the Berlin blockade, Forrestal, 
with his incredible energy, worked night and 
day, including Sundays. In ten years in Wash- 
ington he had three days vacation. He knew 
from intelligence reports that the Russians had 
ventured the Berlin blockade because the United 
States was in the turmoil of an election. He 
wanted desperately to keep the Defense Depart- 
ment out of the political campaign. 

Forrestal was a Democrat. His father, an 
Irish Catholic contractor at Beacon, N. Y., had 
been a “Cleveland man.” Jim Forrestal, at Prin- 
ceton, and during the years when he had made 
himself a millionaire in Wall Street, had re- 
mained a Democrat and a party contributor. At 
Roosevelt’s invitation he had his 
$180,000-a-year job in 1940 and plunged into 
public service with all his characteristic energy. 
He was admired by such diverse individuals as 
Harold Ickes and John D. Rockefeller Jr. 

Forrestal’s relations with Truman ~ were 
friendly but not warm. Forrestal was no poker 
player, no political opportunist, no professional 
Legionnaire, no practitioner of the expedient: he 
was busy and serious. It is possible that he, with 
his first-rate brain and immense, world-wide 
experience, was somewhat contemptuous of Tru- 
man, but he never revealed it. Instead, even 
when the President flatly refused to support the 
$17-billion budget for the services, Forrestal did 
not resign but remained loyal. 

However, as Defense Secretary in so dan- 
gerous a period, Forrestal was convinced that 
he should not take an active role in trying to 
re-elect Truman. This enraged the political gang 
around the White House. They reasoned in this 
manner: they needed money; Forrestal was the 
big shot in the Cabinet; he was a millionaire 
Wall Streeter; he had rich friends; he ought to 
raise money for Truman. 

Thus began the slanders ane libels that For- 
restal was disloyal to Truman; that he had con- 
tributed nothing to the campaign; that he had 
made a deal with Dewey..All of these were lies. 
He was completely loyal. He contributed $6,000 
of his own money to the campaign; he asked a 
number of his friends to contribute. Truman 
knew of his contribution; so did Louis Johnson. 
Two reputable Republicans can testify that he 
refused to discuss everi the possibility of his re- 
maining in a Dewey Cabinet. But dedicated as 
he was to the war against Communism, he did 
refuse to black-jack Defense Department sup- 
pliers for campaign funds. 

One White House pseudo-military figure re- 
marked: “Yeah, that rich s. o. b. has raised a 
million bucks to buy votes in Europe, but he’s 
giving us chicken feed to buy votes for Tru- 
man.

Forrestal was accused of having defrauded 
the Government in a tax case. He was, of course, 
a Fascist, a warmonger, a racist, a bedfellow of 
I. G. Farben and the German cartelists, he 
bathed in ofl—Near Eastern variety—and he 


smirked over the murder of Jewish babies by 
Arabs. He was a renegade Catholic; and, as a 
climax, Pearson reported that he was a personal 
coward, that he had once abandoned his wife 
to burglars and run out of the back of the 


At the height of the campaign a New York 
publicity agent was heard reassuring a client: 
“Don’t wory: that s. o. b. will crack up in thirty 
ge He can’t take what we’re dishing out to 


Why was it necessary for them to discredit 
Forrestal? He had tendered the customary resig- 
nation to Truman. Why didn’t Truman just ac- 
cept his resignation? 

There are two explanations. In the first 
place, Truman had frightened Johnson by vacil- 
lating. When Forrestal had visited Truman after 
the inauguration, expecting to be fired, Truman 
had surprised him by saying: “Jim, I want you 
to stay with me. I know what you’re doing, and 
I want you to rae and complete the job. 
You have my comp support.” 

Truman kept stalling Johnson during Janu- 
ary and February, and there was one bitter 
night for Johnson in New York when he was 
convinced that Truman, like Roosevelt, had be- 
trayed him and that he wouldn’t get the job. 

So, in the first place, Forrestal had to be 
discarded in order to safeguard the job for 
Johnson; and, in the second place, he had to be 
discredited in’ order to make it “politically safe” 
for Truman to fire him. In present-day politics 
ae can’t fire a man without first maligning

probably would not have been upset by vitupera-. 


tion. But he was now a dedicated man; he was 
emotionally involved in his crusade to make this 
country strong. He regarded Truman and John- 
son as political opportunists, neither of whom 
would hesitate to trim sail in an adverse wind, 
He didn’t believe that either Truman or John- 
son understood the realities of the world con- 
flict. He had dedicated himself to trying to in- 
crease this country’s armed force; he had defied 
the pressure groups; and he felt, quite correctly, 
that Truman and Johnson would yield to the 
pressure groups and actually decrease the coun- 
try’s armed force. 

This, of course, is exactly what Truman and 
Johnson did—once Forrestal was destroyed— 
and this is the essence of the Forrestal tragedy. 

The conflict raged through January, Feb- 
ruary and March, for by the middle of January, 
Forrestal’s friends had begun fighting back. They 
spent $35,000 trying to counteract the Winchell- 
Pearson campaign. 

Forrestal’s friends also tried to divide the 
pressure groups. The National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People had been 
brought in against Forrestal, with Walter White 
charging that the Defense Secretary had “de- 
layed the end of segregation in the armed 
forces.” To counteract this, the Urban League, 
another organization aiding the cause of Ne- 
groes, came vigorously to Forrestal’s defense. 
The Urban League had assisted Forrestal in 
etn Communism among Negroes on our 
ships. 
Responsible publishers tried to come to For- 
‘restal’s aid. Eugene Meyer dropped Pearson’s 
anti-Forrestal columns from the Washington 


Post. 

Because Forrestal had been reared in a 
Catholic home, then had drifted away from the 
church and married a divorcee, he was attacked 
as a “renegade Catholic.” The office of Cardinal 
Spellman, which perhaps had not been entirely 
unaware of Forrestal’s efforts in Europe, ral- 
lied to, his defense. To show that the church 
backed Forrestal, it was first planned to award 
him an henorary degree at Fordham, but this 
couldn’t be done until May, and Forrestal needed 
help in March. So it was hastily arranged for 
him to address the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick 
in New York on St. Patrick’s Day. 

At the St. Patrick’s Day dinner, Cardinal 
Spellman, lauding Forrestal, went to the unus- 
ual extent of endorsing universal military train- 
ing. If the Defense Secretary, the Cardinal said 
in effect, believes that this measure is neces- 
sary in this grave hour, then_ke has my support. 

Forrestai’s address was a sad affair, for 
after ten weeks of such buffeting he was a fad- 
ing man. Truman had demanded his resignation 
within forty-eight hours. He wanted the resig- 
nation to be as of April first, but he wanted it 
in hand within forty-eight hours. Forrestal’s 
first decision was to state his case in a long let- 
ter and release it to the press, and he asked hi: 
advisors In New York to prepare such a letter 
Then he changed his mind and dictated his ow: 
brief resignation.

“This outright breach of the peace 

in violation of the United Nations Char- 

ter created a real and present danger to 

the security of every nation; .. . it was 

a clear challenge to the basic principles 

of the United Nations.” 

He also said: 

“The speed, the scale and the co-or- 
dination of the attack left no doubt that 

it had been plotted. long in advance.” 

He said that the United States was “going to 
the aid of the nation (Korea) established and 
supported by the United Nations and unjustifiably 
attacked by an aggressor force.” 

He said further: 

“For our part we shall continue to sup- 

port the United Nations action to restore 

peace in the Korean area. . . We are de- 

termined to support the United Nations 

in its effort to restore peace and secur- 

ity. .. We have also taken action to bol- 

ster the military defenses of individual 

free nations, such as Greece, Turkey 

and Iran.” 

The President also said in this message: 

“I will transmit to Congress speci- 

fic requests for appropriations in the 

amount of ten billion dollars.” 

He asked Congress to enact legislation au- 
thorizing the government ‘‘to establish priorities 
and allocate such materials as necessary to pro- 
mote the national security and the increase of 
taxes, as our basic weapon in offsetting the in- 
flationary pressure exerted by enlarged govern- 
ment expenditures, and to control credit.’’ He 
said further that “if a sharp rise in prices should 
make it necessary, | shall not hesitate to recom- 
mend the more drastic measures of price control 
and rationing.” 

These are the powers of a dictator which the 
President proposes to invoke to enforce the ‘‘po- 
lice action’’ of the United Nations. If granted 
they will not end soon. Certainly not until the 
“police action’’ is ended. He obviously aspires 
to be our dictator. 

The President's message was received with 
acclaim by Congress and the press. They approved 
the defiance of Russia and the apparent repudia- 
tion of the Asiatic program of the Secretary of 
State and the appointment of General MacArthur 
as Commander-in-Chief. 

The President’s message plainly implied that 
the Korean invasion has been and is being pros- 
ecuted and directed by the Kremlin. If so, it 
means a long and costly war. It may mean the 
death of millions of men and the probable de- 
struction of our government.

He showed interest when friends discussed 
with him the proposed purchase of the New York 
Sun. It was their plan to make him editor of the 
Sun so that he could continue his fight against 
the Soviet threat.

On April first Forrestal attended the mam- 
moth swearing-in ceremonies for Johnson. He 
wept openly.

He looked like a 
little, old Irishman. His eyes were sunk, and I 
couldn’t see his upper lip. As he came stumbling 
down that ladder I reached up and caught him 
under the arms.” 

After he had greeted the two women, For- 
restal stood under the tail of the airplane and 
told Mr. Lovett that “they had him, that 
he was being followed, that his telephones were 
tapped, and he broke into tears as he said: 
“They’re going to catch us unprepared, Bob; 
America is going the way of France.” 

During the evening he was quiet, but next 
day he was worse. Mr. Lovett telephoned Wash- 
ington and Forrestal’s personal attorney, John 
Cahill, of New York, arrived with Dr. William 
Menninger and Dr. George Raines. The illness 
was diagnosed as “occupational fatigue,” and 
ee was returned to Bethesda Naval Hos- 
pital. 

Just what happened during the seven weeks 
Forrestal was at Bethesda may never be known, 
but here are a few of the strange, human, and 
tragic developments. 

Forrestal, in-his 16th floor suite, spent most 
of his time entirely to Mrs. Forrestal sailed 
for Europe on April 12t

Sheehy, along with Henry Forrestal, to help him 
return to the Catholic Church. To facilitate this 
return, some investigation had to be made into 
Mrs. Forrestal’s previous divorce, and this in- 
ve- igation was conducted by Henry Forrestal. 

Forrestal was admitted . the. hospital by 
Captain B. W. Hogan, and Captain Hogan noted 
that Forrestal insisted on being listed as a Cath-

eyes seemed clear; 
he was sharp and incisive. He told me: “I'll be all 
right. We'll pull out of this.” 

What worried Henry Forrestal was the con- 
finement in ®ethesda. He told Captains Hogan 
and Raines: “What my brother needs is not to 
be cooped up up there on the 16th floor. He 
needs to be on an estate somewhere, among 
friends, where he can walk around in the sun. 
He has been an excedingly active man.” 

Mr. Forrestal asked Captain Raines: “Is my 
brother fundamentally okay?” Captain Raines 
answered: “Yes,” 


Henry Forrestal also told the doctors that 
his brother wished to talk with Father Sheehy. 
Captain Hogan replied, according to Mr. Forres- 
tal: “Yes, he has asked to see the Father several 
times. And, of course, he will,” 

On May 10th, 11th and 12th Henry Forres- 
tal again visited the hospital. Meanwhile Father 
Sheehy had visited the hospital six times, each 
time asking to be allowed to see Forrestal and 
each time being denied permission “by Captain 
Raines, 

Henry Forrestal confronted Captain Raines 
and requested an explanation. Captain Raines, 
according to Mr. Forrestal, admitted that For- 
restal had asked to see the priest. But Captain 
Raines wanted the priest to wait. 

“How long do you want to wait, doctor?” 
Mr. Forrestal asked. “We have waited five weeks. 
Delays in such cases can be dangerous. Have 
you ever heard of a case where being visited by 
a clergyman has hurt a man?”

off easily. After arguments with Raines, 
Father Sheeny got the impression that Raines 
was under some sort of orders in the case, so he 
went to John L. Sullivan, Secretary of the Navy. 
Sullivan called Dr. Raines and was assured that 
Father Sheehy could see the patient “in time.” 

Henry Forrestal was also determined to ob- 
tain his brother’s release from Bethesda. He felt 
that if he could get Forrestal out in the sun, on 
some estate, and allow Father Sheehy to talk 
with him, that he would recover quickly. 

Father Sheehy, in opposing Dr. Raines, re- 
called statements by Dr. Jung to the effect that

When he was buried in Arlington, Truman 
declared: “This great American was as truly 
a casualty of the war as if he had died on the 
firing line.” 

Father Sheehy declares: “Had I been al- 


lowed to see my friend, Jim Forrestal, receive | 


him back in the Church, and put his mind at 
ease with the oldest and most reliable medicine 
known to mankind, he would be alive today. His 
blood is on the heads of those who kept me from 
seeing him.” 

r~ Raines has nothing to say, though a 
formal demand has been made on the Navy by 
members of Congress for an explanation as to 
why Forrestal was denied the comfort of his 
friend and spiritual adviser. 

Meanwhile, the people of the United States 
have paid in blood for the political opportunism 
which destroyed Forrestal. In a few years per- 
haps a monument may be erected to him, and a 
suitable inscription might be: 

“Here lies a patriot who also possessed vis- 
ion. In a period of crisis for his nation, when 
mediocrity ‘was enthroned in Washington, he 
stood forth as a first-rate mind, a dedicated 
spirit, an inspiring Renaissance man who under- 
stood the realities of the world in which he lived, 
and who, scorning the opportunism, gave his en- 
ergy, his mind and his life.”

Some of us thought in 1948 that MacArthur 
was the man to save the Republic. it was privi- 
lege to be one of the volunteer lecturers urging his 
nomination, for President and my wife was secre- 
tary of the MacArthur-for-President Club (of 
which the gracious and eloquent Louise Ward 
Watkins of Pasadena was president). President or 
not, MacArthur already is the leader we need. 

No other man in our time has been the target 
of such a long and intense smear campaign. A 


former Communist named Pate, now anti-Com-. 


munist, about two years ago revealed the origin 
of the smear. Pate said that in 1932 he was one 
of the Communist organizers of the Bonus March- 
ers, their original purpose being to discredit Presi- 
dent Hoover (and thus make way for a candidate 
friendly ‘to Communism) . 

You may recall that the Bonus Marchers got 
out of hand and finally some Washington, D. C., 
police fired on them. Four hours later President 
Hoover ordered the Chief of the Army Staff, Doug- 
last MacArthur, to move them off the. unsanitary 
Anacostia flats and out of the nation’s capital. 

MacArthur went among the Communist-in- 
cited vets, unarmed and without a guard. He 
found some who had served under him in the 
first world war and struck up a conversation with 
them. He emptied his pockets to buy food for 
their wives and children. And his troops moved 
them without firing a shot, despite frantic incita- 
tion to violence by vet leaders not then known to 
be Communists. 

Pate said that he and comrades, taking orders 
by telephone from an “‘invisible” superior named 
Levine, launched a flock of deliberate fabrications 
to cut down the man who had shown such leader- 
ship. They and the infiltrated press said it was 
MacArthur who had ordered the firing on the vet- 
erans. They ridiculed his immaculate dress, though 
it is a point of pride with any good soldier to be 
immaculate. The tales spread and grew, and 
never were allowed to die. 

During the recent war, though MacArthur was 
needed by the Communists and their New Deal 
front to save them, he was personally vilified be- 
cause he was rocognized as a potential rival of 
‘Roosevelt. All over the scattered islands of the 
Southwest Pacific, American soldiers suddenly 
broke out in a chorus of anti-MacArthur blurbs. 
They called him Dugout Doug. They recited a 
jingle rediculing his inspiring promise, “I shail 
return.” They said he ran away from his com- 
mand at Bataan, though actually he had refused 
to leave till Roosevelt ordered him out and sent a 
PT boat to get him. They said he and Mrs. Mac- 
Arthur had taken a cargo of luxuries aboard with 
them instead of using the space to evacuate per- 
‘sonnel, but the fact is, they took hardly a change 
of clothing. , 

It was no accident that tens of thousands of 
soldiers on scores of islands scattered over a wide 
ocean suddenly began rhyming the same rhymes 
at the same time. Such -campaigns originated 
largely in New York City, whence Communist 
wives and molls sent their letters to their soldiers 
on the islands. As the Counter Intelligence officer 
for a B-29 wing on Guam, | saw a similar stream 
of letters from Communist women in New York 
to their men in our unit, keeping them posted on 
the Communist “‘line.”

It’s an ironic fact that while 
anti-Communist sentiment is 
on the increase throughout the 
country, the House Committee 
on un-American Activities— 
which did so much to expose 
Communism in former years— 
is now falling down on the job. 
Although it has not been no- 
tice by the national press, the 
present Committee is obviously 


an emasculated shadow of its 


former self. 

Actually, recent hearings have 
uncovered little new about 
Communist activity, contrary to 
what the headlines would in- 
dicate. The rather impressive 
appearing list of Communist- 
fronters, released for publica- 
tion in March of this year, is 
a re-hash of a list first pub- 


ago. 

Strangely; the . Committee 
seems more anxious to clear 
suspected Commies of the now 
unprofitable Red taint than in 
diging up new evidence against 
them. All this supports the be- 
lief that the New Deal faction 
is using the Committee and its 
enormous prestige to undo some 
of the damage inflicted on the 
Reds in former years. Best ex- 
ample of this is the way the 
Committee handled the Larry 
Parks case. 

Parks (star of The Jolson 
Story) admitted before the 
Committee that he had been a
